EAST INDIES TRADE 


BRITISH LAG BEHIND IN 
METHOD . 


THE OLD STORY 


British merchanty and traders aro 
as keen as those of most other coun- 
tries to seok to extend their. connce- 
tion with customers all. over the’ 
workl, but unfortunately they do not 
always choose the, best methods of 
securing that class of trade they de- 
sire. Ie is an old story that 'the Bri- 
tish merchant secks to dispose of the 
foods he sells without too particular 
reference to the articles that-the cus- 
tomer wants, and thus was once more 

criticism levelled against him by 
Major the Hon, L. H. Cripps, chair- 
man, when speuking at the ‘recent 
annual meeting: of the Britlth Cham- 
‘ber of Commerce for the Netherlands 
East Indies, Major Cripps is a 
partner in the world-known firm of 
Alfred Holt and Co., and a man of 
vast experience in the sphere of busi- 
ness which was the subject of his 
address to s Chamber which has for 
thany yoars carried on a remarkable 
publicity work for its members, who 
are so deoply interested in the trade 
of the Netherland East Indies. The 
import trade of those territories, he 
sald, showed up: the British position 
in the worst light, for it was o story 
of decreasing trade, which might be 
alter@i~for the better if the British 
merchant -took greater’ trouble ‘ to 
study the wants of his, prospective 
customers, $ , 

“Distinct Markets 


In the .Netherlands East Indies 
there are two distinct markets, one 
that of the native, and the other that 
of the Europeans living there. In 
the case of the former it is absolute- 
ly necessary to find out not only 
what the natives want, but the price 
he fs preparad to give, -and to mako 
the article required at that price. 
Any other method is merely a waste 
of time and money. The ' other 
market is almost equally difficult 
unless the right’ method is pursued. 
The European customer knows what 
he wants, but he fs not prepared to 
study a catalogue to find out how 
his requirements may be met. Hoe 
wants an oxpert to show him how he 
can get: what he requires, and the 
do this invariably,

ADDRESS TO BRITISH = 
ASSOCIATION 


THE. GROUP SYSTEAL 


An address on “Ground Adminls- 
tration in’the Gold—MMining Industry 
in the Witwatersrand” was givon 
bafore the Economia Seation.. of the 
British Assocjationatrwighannedbarg | * 
by Mr. John Martin, Director of the 
Central Mining and Investment -Cor- 
poration and President of the Trans- 
vaal Chamber of Mines. 

‘The Witwatersrand field, he sald, 
had already producce gold | to the 
value of £1,000,000,000, derived from 
the treatment of 700,000,000 tons of 
rock, and the Industry represented a 
vastly important position in tho 
economic structure of South Africa, 
Mr. Martin described how the group 
system had. cmarged from unsatisfac- 
tory pre-oxisting conditions of: ad-- 
ministration, and showed an enormous 
expansion and increased — efficiency 
that had been progressively manifest- 
ed since-its inguguration. Allowing 
for the lower purchasing power of 
money,, the average working costs 
per ton milled had been reduced by 
36 per cent. in the last twenty-five 
yeara\ 

Administrative Control 

Mr. Martin wont on to oxplain’ the 

way in which administrative, control 
is effected and oxercised, and said: 
“The group system depends. ultimate. 
ly ‘for maintenance upon the support 
and confidence of the, general body 
of shareholders, Individuals, and com- 
panics.” ‘He spoke of the valuable

“ EXPERIMENTS IN A GREEN-HOUZE 


[By Dr. E. F. Armstrong, F. RS., F.4C., Technical Director 


The housewife of lady confronted with | a bewildering choice 
of materials for her curtains and covers all ot which are relatiy. ely 
proof against fading, has probably forgotten that only thirty years 
back things in this respect’ were very different, and it was the usual 
custom when the sun shone to draw thé blinds go as ta protect the 


delicate fabrics within the room. 


The progress in this respect is very 
largely, due'to British enterprise and 
to British scientific research and is 
aisocinted with one name in particu- 
lar, that of James Morton of Carlisle. 
The story of the. development of 
fast colours as applied to woven and 
printed fabrics is a fascinating one 
and forms an epic of industry 
worthy perhaps. of being ranked 
with the stories of that great series 
of inventions in the eighteenth cen- 
tury which, beginning with James 
Watt's invention of the steam- 
engine, was followed by - Richard 
Arkwright’s development of the spin- 
ning machine from which we date 
the establishment of the cotton 
manufacture. 


Peel's Grandfather 
Another Lancashire‘ man, ‘Robert 
Peel, perfected the process of‘ roller. 
printing on calico and founded the 
eotton printing ‘industry; his grand. 
gon became Prime Minister of Eng- 
lnnd. Perhaps to-day the stories of 
these three inventions are not as 
well known as they should be, al- 
though much of the prosperity of 
England has been built up on them. 

The art and practice of dycing 
‘goes back to antiquity. At first the 


~|gojours used were of natural origin, 
mulitly vegetatile or mineral, though’ 


few, such as cochineal or the Ty- 
rian purple of the'Romans, which 
is obtained from a molluse, were de- 
rived from animals. The discovery 
of the so-called aniline dyes made 


from coal-tar_ is an oft-told story. 


Originally founded in Britain 
by Perkin, the industry passed to 
Germany, where it fell on fruitful 
soil and became almost a monopoly 
of the Germans and the Swiss until 
ithe Great War brought about-its re- 
vival in other countties, including 
Great Britain. 

It is to Morton more. than any 
other man thaf we owe the fact to- 


day the colourp of our fabrics are as |

Tt all began inta shop window. 
Morton, who ia ‘by nature an artist, 
had taken much -paing in the design 
and colouring of some tapestries. 
Passing down Regent Street, he 
viewed these in the window of a

changed so radically-that the balance 
of. his schemes had been. completely 
upset, though inquiry showed they 
had only been inthe window for 
about a week. Much concerned at 
the revelation; Morton's first step 
was to ascertain whether other peo- 
ple’s ‘fabrics ‘behaved in the’ same 
way 'as'those of his firm, and . he 


atayed-in' London long enough to col-'|; 


lect a very large assortment of pat- 

terns typical.of what was then com- 

ing into the London Market.

maker against fading from sunlight 
or ordinary washing. Mahy hun- 
dreds of colours were dyed in every 
conceivable way that would tend ‘to 
secure fastneas, and already, by the

or reliable colours ‘had been obtain- 
éd to make Jt.pésatble to put -tape- |’ 
stries. on the market, for’ the - first 
time {n the history of textiles, with 
a guarantee of fastness. -

At the outbreak of War in 1914, 
whilst the firm had its special plant 


and processes of application, it had |. 


grown to be ulmoat entirely depond- 
ent-on Germany for the supply of 
its special dyes, us Germany had a 
monopoly of the manufacture of 
these fast vat dyed. No one in the 
firm knew anything of the chemistry 
of. the dyes—they had been fully oc- 
cupied in their application, To a 
less determined individual the con- 
tinuance. of the guarantee’ would 
have seemed impossible, but Morton 
was made of sterner stuff. If he 
could yet the bluas and yellows it 
would still be possible to carry on. 
An appeal was made to the then 
existing dye-making concerns ,in 
England to undertake this task, but 
in vain; the difficulties appeared too 
great and they were fully-occupled 
Jn other directions. . 
In Wartime 

Morton went home to think things 
over, with the re@iult that he deter- 
mined to make the dyes—that blue 
vind: yellov—himself, even if they 
cost him their weight in gold. 
Within three months-an ounce or so 
ofeach had been produced in ‘the 
laboratory by methods which can 
only be followed by the trained 
chemist, But this was a start, and 
the next thing was to find the plant 
in which to.make the many thou- 
sands of pounds required. 

There was a war on, and, those 
who tried to get plant of any kind 
during the War withouf a very high 
certificate of priority will reatize the 
difficultics which were encountered. 
One by one these were sfrmounted, 
though new troubles always narose; 
by the end of March, 1915, a ‘batch 
of twenty pounds was produced, and 
a real beginning made at the works 
in Carlisle from plant which was 
practically al) local. | To-day of thé 
same colours about ten tons, a week 
are made. .

DISCOVERIES OF 6 UNCHARTED 
# ISLANDS

WILKINS 


Sir George Wilkins, in’ a wireless 
tiessage Cyan, Deception Ysland, re 
eently said:—-Our flight of 1,200 
miles over hitherto unknown tarritary 
has resulted in the discovery: of six 
previously uncharted islands. This is 
the second outstanding result of the 
fight, enabling us to look 600. miles 


south across the Antarctic waster 
over a region that human eyes prob- 
ably bud not seen previously, This 
region will be mapped when we have 
had the opportunity of going over the 
data collected, The hazardous nino 
chour spin abcve Graham Lanq's icy 
ranges on a perfect ~ morning only 
came after weeks of waiting and effort 
an a series of setbacks. By 9.20 
o'clock we were already over Graham 
Land, viewing new territory, and head. 
ing towards — the discoyery of more 
than 300, miley of coast-line.. From 
our monoplane, on a sparkling clear 
day, at an altitude of 8,000ft., and at 
a speed of 120 thiles on hour, we re- 
eonnoitred both sides of what had been 
‘considered a peninsula, but which we 
now know to be.a series of isiinds, 
or at least mountains, separated by 
level ice barriers of, unknown thick+ 

ness. 

Jayged, Mountainous Land 

“Our course, a [jttle west of south, 
Graham ‘“Land.is intented with deep 
islands an both sides of the coast.

“We had been flytng south for 325 
‘minutes in u:calm air at 120 miles 
an hour, and, having gone at least 600 
miles, we reluctantly returned north-

appointed, because there was not suf- 
ficient petrol to carry us to Ross Sea, 
enabling. the completion of the job. 
After turning we saw clearly what wo 
merely casualiy noticed a few hours 
before—clouds . devnloping west of 
Graham Land, We were half way back 
to Deception IYaland, and hurried to 
avoid them. Lt. Eielson opened the 
throttle wide, and the ’planc, with a 
reduced load, was flying full speed for 
the base. 

« Significant Observations . 

“Duripg our flight we placed in the 
log many significant meteorological 
and geological observations, besides 
testing our equipment, including the 
radio. When our expedition was first 
planned we expected to do ore or two 
things. .The first was to transport 
-supplies by air from Deception Island 
to a temporary base in the Weddell 
Sea, contittuing later to the west along 
the unknown coast south of: the Pacific 
Ocean until the Ross Ice Barrier was 
reached, or aiternativel; 
long dash from Deception Island to the 
‘Bay of Whates, exploring portion’ of 
the Weddell Sea en route. With our 
two ‘planes, each carrying 370 gallons. 
« men and provisions for 
60 days, we could. havo taken off on a 
suitable snow: or ice-covered runway. 
sphkn we ‘colild hive’ ‘flown. south for 
00 miles. + It would shorten tho bee- 
ling ‘to Ross Sea to :1,700 niles, and 
would have givon ample flying range 
for following “deviations of the const- 
line when the weather was favourable, 
but fate ruled otherwise.

“Phe firat curt of the flight-was over 
water, and then high-peaked moun: 
tains, on which flawed glaciers, with 
gapping crevasses, “There was. no, 
chance whntever of landing safely in 
any sort of machine. 
;and the melting snow has exposed 
yawning chasms, many of which. could 
have swallowed the machine without 
leaving a trace. We expected to find 
the barrier ice in the Weddell Sea 
smooth.. It was aome distance from 
the land, but near the mountains it was 
{badly crevassed, and so much new 
snow had meited*that it was impossi- 
ble to tell from our altitude of 3,000ft. 
the direction cf the snowdrifts dy the 
direction of the prevailing wind. Far- 
ther south, hewever, the direction of 
the, drift was plainly seen. The 
xreatest drift formed when the wind 
came fromthe north.‘ Across these 
were otherd, formed from the westerly 
ewind, No other drift Imes were con- 
spicuous, 
- Meteorological Conditions. 
“For the firat 400 miles we, flew in 
calm air, and thore,was not a sag or 
a tremor in the machine. I noticed 


Lieut. ‘Efelaon, soon after veaching the]. 


Barrier, fix the stabiliser, and rest 
both of his avms on the sides of the 
cockpit. On the far horizon I: noticed 
a milk-white fringe. I knew by ex- 
perience of the Arctic ice pack that oa 
milk-white sky denotes wind. We 
reached it after four hours’ flying from 
-] Deception Island but we regained 
smooth air an hour later. Though we 
were flying ot o height of 8,000ft., 
fome of the peaks rose above us. 
Many were fo steep that snow did not 
stick to the sides. Some of the peaks 
below latitude Gideg. showed a hori- 
zontal strata, some of them being hlack, 
verhaps containing coal. We evidently 
were passing beyond the volcanic con- 
ditions whict “are conspicuous in 
Northern Graiam Land, The moun- 
tains beyond were generally unprecipi-
